Rate Covenant 
The Distrrct covenants by the Resolution, that it will at all times establish, enforce and collect rates, rentals and 
charges for services rendered and facilities constituting the System (subject to such regulatory approval as 
may be required by law), in an amount after allowances for all operation and maintenance cost (but not including 
depreciation) of 1.25 times the annual prrncrpal, rnterest and sinking fund requirements on all Bonds 
~ssued under the Resolution.
